Later, however, Schuschnlgg 
took over Hhe post himself and 
held it until Feb. 18, 1938, when he 
relinquished It to Schmidt after 
Adolf Hitler's bloodless coup in 
Austria.

HISTORY OF MARKS BROS. STORE,
